And foz thc better and moze Oꝛderly D0- 
lemntzeing the ſame, Me have given Directions to the Moſt Reverend 
the Arch-Biſhops, and to the Right Reverend the Biſhops of this 
Kingdom, to Compoſe a Fozm of Pzayer Sutable to this Occaſion, 
to be uſcd in all Churches and Chappels, and other Places of Pub- 
lick Wozſhip; and to take care fo; the timely diſperſing the ſame 
though their reſpect:ve D.oceſſes. And We do ſtric1y CI and 
Command, That the ſaid Publick Day ef Thankſgiving be Veligi⸗ 
ouſly cbſerved, by all His Majeſty s Subjects, as they tender the 
Favour of Almighty God, and upon Pain of ſuffering ſuch Punilſh- 
ment as can be juſtly inflicted upon all ſuch Yho Mail Contemn 03 
Neglet the ſame.
